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‘The right of self-determination occupies a position of decisive importance 
in the structure of the United Nations. In the first Article of the Charter 
itself it is specifically enumerated among the Purposes and Principles of the 
Organization; it is cited again in Article 55 as the basis of international 
economic and social co-nperation; and it is affirmed in resolution 637 (VII), 
adopted by an overwhelming majority of the General Assembly, as a prerequisite 
to the full enjoyment of all other fundamental human rights. The emergence into 
indep oe of the peoples of many nations previously dependent is among the 

) raging features of the first decade of United Nations history. On the 
ites 6 beak the denial of the right of self-determination to other dependent 
‘peoples or undue delay in its implementation is a potential source of 
international friction and of concern to the international community. 


Tt; is against this background that the United Nations should consider the 
deteriorating situation in Algeria, which has become a cause for growing concern. 
The position in Algeria is the direct result of colonial conquest, and the 
people of Algeria cannot be said to have exercised their right to self- 
determination as envisaged in the United Nations Charter, Delay in the 
exercise of this vital right can only frustrate the legitimate aspirations | 
of the Al gerian people, embitter relations between them and the French 
authorities and lead, as it is in fact doing, to the suppression of other 

‘undamental rights, the retardation of cultural development and the imposition 
of order by force alone.

Development of Opinion , 

7. One encouraging aspect of the situa- 
tion is that the public debate on Algeria is 
now open. This despatch has been drafted

In a recent article in La 
Nef he argues that it is hopeless to try to 
dam the rising tide of nationalism; the 
only chance is to harness it. France must 
therefore proclaim now that her overseas 
territories will evolve towards complete 
self-government within a fixed period of 
time, say fifteen years, and she must with- 
out delay evolve institutions which will 


provide for a free and equal association 


between the metropolis and the overseas 
territories.

These words represent a restatement of 
what we understand to be the principle of 
Integration, as outlined in M. Soustelle’s 
Plan.

It 
is very difficult to estimate what M. Faure’s 
real intentions are. He probably does not 
know himself, since so much depends — on 
parliamentary developments. It is 
probable that the Government hope to 
hold the situation by means of palliatives in 
the way of economic and administrative 
reforms while doing no more than open the 
debate on the final political solution to be 
adopted.

"It is pointed out that M. Jacques Chevalier, who had given up his 
mandate as Deputy to run for the Algerian Assembly in an electoral 
district of the city of Algiers, has to run in the second balloting 
in second position behind the Communist candidate, 


"Our correspondent reports also a great number of abstentions in the 
Second Eiectoral College, fewer, however, than in the first. 


"The Algerian Communist Party, which made no progress, obtained only an 
insignificant number of votes. The "Democratic Union of the Algerian 
Manifesto!’ did not make any progress either. No candidate wes put up

"Generally speaking, the candidates who favor union and collaboration
